Company Displays Posters Inviting 
Suggestions for Improvements. 

In order to bring about a better 
understanding between the general 
public and the managers and officials 
of the railroads of the country re- 
garding their operation and the ser- 
vice they are rendering, the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad inaugurated Thurs- i 
day a movement, believed unique in 
railroad annals in this country, of 
asking its thousands of patrons for 
suggestions regarding improvements 
that might be made in its system for 
the welfare of those who ride on its 
trains. During the day several thou- 
sand posters were displayed in all 
waiting rooms, ticket and freight of- 
fices and in other public places along 
its system, asking for such informa- 
tion. 

"What causes lack of confidence in 
the railroads ;" is the question at the 
head of the poster. It is printed in 
large type and is the one question 
which the Pennsylvania Railroad 
wants its patrons to answer so that 
the officials of the road and those 
whom they cater to may be brought 
on closer terms. 

"The management of this railroad 
wants to get at the causes, wherevcT 
they exist, and remove them," says 
the poster. "The starting point is 
to get the people who do lack confi- 
dence in this railroad to say so and 
tell why."

ADDRESSES MEN'S (LIB, 

Gives Interesting" Talk on Legal and 

Counterfeit Money and Methods 

of Making Each. 

The January meeting of the Men's 
Club of the Presbyterian Church was 
held on Monday evening despite the 
inclement weather. After a short so- 
cial hour, George M. Colesworthy, 
piesident of the club, spoke on the 
subject of "Legal and Counterfeit 
Money and How It Is Made." 

Mr. Colesworthy has, through his 
many years of experience as paying 
teller in the Penn National Bank of 
Philadelphia, acquired a rare knowl- 
edge of the currency system of the 
United States. In his talk he traced 
he making of specie from the bars of 
netal to the finished product, ready 
or circulation. Following this he took 
4p the subject of paper money and 
explained in the minutest detail, as it 
s only possible for one fully informed 
on the subject to do, the many marks, 
numbers, diagrams, letters, signa- 
tures, engravings and silk threads of 
the bank and Government notes. 

Branching, off from the subject of 
'good money,*' Mr. Colesworthy told 
of the work of the counterfeiter. He 
md with him for the occasion sample 
counterfeit half dollars and quarters, 
five, ten and twenty dollar notes, and 
counterfeit bank notes. By compari- 
son with lawful money the points 
which only the trained eye could de- 
tect were shown. He had in the col- 
lection a ten-dollar counterfeit gold 
note, which was made by the use of 
three separate sheets of very thin 
paper, pasted together with the great- 
est of care. 

The many evolutions through which 
the United States currency have 
passed were enumerated and dis- 
cussed at great length. The work of 
the Government officials in detecting 
counterfeit money and running down 
the dishonest parties was also out- 
lined. 



Charles I. Armstrong, electrical en- 
gineer engaged in the electrification 
of the Chestnut Hill Branch of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad, was electro- 
cuted last Wednesday morning when 
a steel tape with which he was tak- 
ing measurements came in contact 
with a high power electric wire in 
the vicinity of Twenty-fifth street and 
Hunting Park avenue, Philadelphia. 
Mr. Armstrong had been sent out 
; with his gang to ascertain the prox- 
I imity of high power and other wires 
; to the Chestnut Hill Branch, prelim- 
inary to the electrifying of that por- 
i tion of the railroad. He was usin.? 
'a steel tape, and to make the meas- 
urement, threw one end of the tape 
over an electric wire. Through the 
; tape the electric current was carrie.t 
j to his hand and on to his body. He 
was immediately taken to the Sa- 
maritan Hospital, where it was an- 
nounced that death was practically 
instantaneous. 

Mr. Armstrong was in the employ 
(if the firm of Gibbs & Hill, electri- 
cal engineers of New York City. He j 
was one of their experienced men, 
having assisted in the electrification , 
of the Main Line to Paoli. He was 
I thirty-eight years of age and had ; 
; moved to Xarberth several years ago. 
; He resided at Xo. 2M1 North Essex 
avenue. His home was in Altoona, 
: Pa., where interment was made on 
i Saturday. He is survived by his wife 
j and one son.

Until Xarberth has free carrier 
service or a more modern post oflice 
where a combination lock- box can be 
provided for all who would have 
them, the General Delivery is going 
to be crowded. It requires some time 
to look through a large pack of let- 
ters and paper mail to see if there 
is anything there while the next fel- 
low behind you (or perhaps half a 
dozen or twenty-five) may he waiting 
to have mail handed out. The more 
people we have in the General Deliv- 
ery the more waiting in line at the 
window will be required. The supply 
of lock-boxes is exhausted, but we 
have at present a number of call 
boxes which could he rented to per- 
sons who now get their mail in the 
General Delivery. This would help 
matters, and it is the only available 
method of relief we can suggest at 
this time.

dle. I have been on this run only 
six week and in that time I have 
used 5800 duplex tickets. You know 
a great many of the stations are 
closed after 8 P. M., and people not 
having tickets, of course, must pay 
their lares on the trains. We do not 
mind that — it is expected that time 
of the night. But the most cash fares 
are collected in the middle of the 
day, when all ticket offices are open 
for business. Why, the other day I 
received sixty cash fares on one 
round trip, in the middle of the day. 
I wish something could he done to 
relieve us of this uncalled-for work, 
as we, naturally, are responsible for 
all shortages, and it causes a lot of 
additional work."

PEHTINEXT FACTS REGARDING 
THE PENNSYLVANIA RAILROAD 
COMPANY. 

To the Editor of Our Town. 

The Pennsylvania Railroad Com- 
pany's conciliatory poster, recently 
issued, is an innovation in railroad 
circles and should be highly com- 
mended. It appeals to its patrons 
under the title "What Causes Lack of 
Confidence in Railroads?'* and invites 
the opinion of its patrons, so that 
the management can improve anything 
that needs changing for the better- 
ment of its service. 

The Pennsylvania Railroad is to be 
highly praised for its excellent ser- 
vice. A noticeable feature since the 
installation of the electric system is 
the absence of all jars and jolts in 
starting and stopping at stations, as 
was formerly the case with steam 
power. The Main Line towns have 
the best service in their history. Nar- 
berth is especially fortunate. It has 
half hourly service from 6.29 A. M. 
until late in the evening, with quar- 
ter hour service between 7.29 and 
S.2S. The only improvement would 
be to have an express train from 
Broad Street Station pressed into ser-l 
vice in the rush hour between 5.1f> 
and fi.l 5 P. M., and then Xarberth 
would be content. 

This suggestion for a change will 
be treated with general satisfaction. 
There are no trains on the Main 
Line from 12.15 until 6.10 in the morn- 
ing. Of course, there are not many 
patrons between these hours, but the- 
atre-goers and people delayed by un- 
toward circumstances would be great-] 
ly accommodated by not having to 
rush at breakneck speed in order to

In conversation with a Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad official the above was 
related to him. He stated the reason 
for people paying fares on trains was 
due to the fact that so many of the 
ticket offices were on the opposite 
side of inward bound trains, and peo- 
ple bound for the city would not take 
the time to cross to the station in the 
tunnels when fares were the same on 
the trains as at the station. For- 
merly there was a difference in price 
in buying tickets at the station in 
favor of the patron. The only way 
to discontinue the practice of cash 
fares on trains was to compel such 
passengers to pay increased rates, 
but the State laws prohibit it in this 
Commonwealth.
